In All Directions Bodies are Be- 
ing Found and Borne to 
Temporary Morgnes, 


JOHNSTOWN, June 3.—To say that 
Johnstown is a wreck is but stating the 
facts of the case. 
Nothing like it has 
ever been seen in this country. 
Where 
long rows of dwelling houses and busi- 
ness blocks stood forty-eight hours ago, 
ruin and desolation now reign supreme. 
Probably 1,500 houses have been swept 
from the face of the earth as completely 
as if they had never been erected. Main 
street, from end to end, is piled fifteen 
and twenty feet high with debris and in 
some places it is as high as the roofs of 
the houses. This great mass of wreck- 
age fills the street from curb to curb 
and frequently has crushed the fronts of 
buildings in and filled the space with 
reminders of the temble calamity. 
There is probably not a man in the place 
who can give an reliable estimate of the 
number of houses that have been swept 
away. City Solicitor Kuhn, who should 
be very good authority in this matter, 
places the number at 1,500. 


From the woolen-mill, above the 
island, to<the bridge, a distance of i)rob- 
ably two miles, a strip of territory nearly 
half a mile in width has been swept 
clean. Not one stick of timber nor one 
brick on top of another is left. It is the 
most complete wreck that imagination 
could portray. All day long, men, 
women and children were plodding 
about the desolate waste, trying in vain 
to locate the boundaries of their former 
homes. Nothing but a wide expanse of 
mud, ornamented hei-e and there with 
heaps of driftwood, remained for their 
contemplation. It is j)erfectly safe to 
say that every house in the cjty that 
was not located well up on the hillside 
was either swept <iompletely away or 
wrecked so badly that rebuilding would 
be absolutely necessary. 


The loss is, however, as nothing com- 
pared to the frightful sacrifices of preci- 
ous human lives to be seen on every 
hand. Sunday Johnstown was dronched 
with the tears of stricken mortals, and 
the air was filled with sobs and sighs 
that came from breaking hearts. Thei-e 
are scenes enacted here every hour and 
every minute that aifect all beholders 
profoundly. When brdve men die in 
battle for country or for principle, their 
loss can be reconciled to the stem des- 
tinies of life. When homes are torn 
assunder in an instant, aud the loved 
ones from the arms of loving and de- 
voted mothers, there is an element of 
sadness connected with the tragedies 
that touch every heart. 


An utterly wretched woman, Mrs. 
Fenn, stood by a muddy pool of water, 
trying to find some trace of a once happy 
home. She was half crazed with grief 
and her eyes were red and swollen. As 
the writer stepped to her side, she raised 
her pale and haggard face and remarked: 
"They are all gone! O, God, be merci- 
ful to theml 
My husband and my 
seven dear little .children have been 
swept down with the flood, and I am 
left alone. 
We were driven by the rag- 
ing flood into the garret, but the waters 
followed us there. Inch by inch it kept 
rising until our heads were crushing 
against the roof. It was death to re- 
main, so I raised a window, and one by 
one I placed my darlings on some drift- 
wood trusting to the great Creator. As 
I liberated the last one—my sweet 
little boy—he looked at me and 
said: 
'Mamma, you always told 
me the Lord would care for me. 
WiU He look after me now?' I saw him 
drift away, with his loving face turned 
towtfd me, and with a prayer -on my 
lips for his deliverance he passed from 
s i ^ t forever. The next moment the 
rwA orashed in and Ifloated outside to 
be rescued, four or Ave hours later, ixam 
iketooi 
of a house in Keansville. If 
yon only find one of my darlings, I 
ooold bow to Qte will of Ood."

They had 
been caught stealing from the dead 
bodies and looting private buildings. 
Sheriff Dick says thajb he will stand no 
more nonsense of this kind, and will 
shoot, hang or drown every Hungarian 
in Cambria county, but that he will put 
a stop to their fiendish lawlessness.

HOW THE PASSENGEBS ESCAPED. 


JOHNSTOWN, June 3.—In a talk to-day 
with Conductor Bell, of the first section 
of the day express east, laid up at Cone- 
maugh on the night of the disaster, he 
said: "The first and second sections 
stopped side by side at Conemaugh Fri- 
day afternoon, on account of the wash- 
out at Lilly. The second was next to 
the hill, the first on the out side. Sud- 
denly I saw what looked like a wall of 
water. It was thirty feet high. We 
barely had time to notify the passengers 
and they nearly all fled up the hillside. 
One old man, who with his son returned 
for some reason, was drowned. Two 
cars went down in the current. I do 
not know how many were drowned. We 
saw two on top of the cars. 
The water 
set fixe to a lot of lime and the fire 
caught two Pullman cars, which were 
destroyed, but no person was burned, 
all the passengers having left Uie train 
befoiH the cars caught fire. There were 
about 100 passengera on my section, 
which was made up of day coaches. 
After the mad rush the passengers went 
back to the cars and later were oared for 
by the people of Conemaugh. 
After- 
wards they were taken to 'Ebensburg. 
They expected to go east to Altoona 
this afternoon. Friends of those on the 
Chicago limited need fell no anxiety, as 
it was not in the flood at all."

persons had taken refuge in the hall, 
and were on the second, third and fonrtili 
stories. The men held a meeting, and 
drew>p some rules, which aU were 
bound to respect, 
libr. Walters was 
chosen president, Bev. Beale was put in 
charge of tíie first floor, A. M. Hart of 
the second floor, Doctor Matthews of 
the fourth floot. No lights were al- 
lowed, and the whole night was spent 
in darkness. The siok were oared for. 
The weaker women and children had 
the best accommodations that oonld be 
had, while the others had to wait. The 
scenes were most agonizing. 
Heart- 
rending shrieks, sobs and moans pierced 
the gloomy darkness. The crying of 
the children mingled with the suppress- 
ed sobs of the women. Under the 
guardianship of . fyfi men aU took mo{e 
hope. No one slept during all the long 
dark night. Many knelt for hours in 
prayer, their supplications mingling 
with the roar of the waters and the 
shrieks of the dying in the surrounding 
houses. In all this misery two women 
gave premature birth of children. Dr. 
Matthews is a hero. Several of his ribs 
were crushed by falling timber, and his 
pains were most severe, yet he attended 
aU the sick. When two women in a 
house across the street shouted for help, 
he, with two other brave young men, 
climbed across the drift and ministered 
to their wants. No one died during the 
night, but women and children surrend- 
ered their lives on the succeeding day 
as a result of terror and fatigue. Miss 
Rose Young, one of the young ladies in 
the hall, was frightfully cut and bruised. 
Bifrs. Young had a leg broken. All of 
Mr. Walter's family were saved. 


FIBEMEN DO GOOD WOBK. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Juno 3, 10 a. m.— 
The fire in the drift above the bridge is 
under control and is being rapidly 
smothered by the Pittsburg firemen in 
charge of the work. 
About 7 o'clock 
this morning a party of Battery "B" 
boys discovered a family of five people 
in the smoking and burned ruins above 
the bridge. They took out the father, 
mother and three children, all terribly 
burned and mutilated. 
The little girl 
had an arm torn off. 
The battery boys 
are going home, by order of Adjutant 
General Hastings. 


MINEBAXT CIT; WIPED OUT. 


Mineral City, six miles above Johns- 
town, is entirely wiped out. It had 
about 200 inhabitants. Among those 
whose bodies were found are: Samuel 
Payne, wife and ^ve ehildren; Mrs. 
James Fintery, Mrs. Abe Byers and two 
children. It is said that fully 150 bodies 
were found last evening in a sort of a 
pocket below the Pennsylvania railroad 
signal tower at Sang Hollow, where it 
was reported there would be a big find: 
There were 180 bodies at Nineveh at 9 
o'clock. The inquests will begin there 
to-day. 


A resident of Mineral Point says that 
there is no doubt that the South Fork 
dam broke and caused the flood. He 
says that pieces of the bridge and other 
fragments of the dam were carried down 
stream, and some were washed ashore at 
that point. 


10,000 IN THE VAtJMS AT THE CAMBBIA 
WOBKS. 


Saturday would have been pay day at 
the Cambria Iron works. The money, 
$80,000, was drawn from the bank on 
Friday and was placed in the vaults of 
the company's office. It is still there 
and is a constant temptation to the 
many professional and amatuer thieves 
who are on the ground. 


On Saturday night an attempt was 
made to rob the First National bank, 
all of which, except the vaults, had 
been destroyed. The thieves were dis- 
covered by the citizen patrol and a 
lively chase ensued. Six of the scoun- 
drels were shot, but it is not known 
whether any were killed or not as their 
dead bodies would h&vc been washed 
away immediately if such had been the 
ease. 


FIBBS BBBAK OXTT. 


The natural gas has been shut off and 
no fire is allowed in the town. 
Bishop 
Phelan and Fathers Coroohran and Gal- 
lagher are now here. One of the Cath- 
olic churches burned on Saturday. A 
funeral was being held at the time. The 
congregation deserted the church and 
the body burned with the building. The 
briidc Oatholio church in the center of 
the town is totally wrecked.

L'ake Michigan are drifts 100 feet deep, 
and those of Cornwall reach 300 feet in 
depth, while the drifts of the Gobi 
desert are forty miles long and 900 feet 
high in places. On the shores of the 
Bay of Biscay the drifting sand travels 
inland sixt.een feet a year, in parts of 
Denmark twenty-four 
feet, 
and in 
Southern India seventeen yards. In 
some places walls and barriers of vegeta- 
tion have been created to stop the de- 
stroying drifts. Fine sand is taken up 
to a great height in the air, and depos- 
ited many miles away. In 1882 Iceland 
was visited by a remarkable sand-storm, 
lasting two weeks, which hid the sun 
and objects a few yards off like a dense 
fog, and caused the death of thousands 
of sheep and horses.
